Personal and family honor and the 
religious convictions of an invaded p eo 
p ie must be resp ected by the Invaders 
and all p illage by regular troop s or

3,000 "county 
corresp ondents" send In sep arate re 
p orts from those of the township men. 
A state agent makes ji further rep ort 
direct from ids agents, and an organ­ 
ization in direct communication with 
tin* dep artment, comp rising seventeen 
traveling "field ,•¡gents." go about the 
country and make sep arate rep orts for 
group s of states. 
Sp ecial cotton cor­ 
resp ondents are also emp loyed to fur­ 
nish accurate Information concerning 
tIn* cotton yield. Five different rep orts 
arc sent to Washington each month 
by live different sets of corresp ondents. 
'I'his safeguards the government crop 
rep orts for accuracy 1» local crop re­ 
p orts and keep s the great crop account 
and cost estimates for the millions of 
American farmers. 
These records are 
sent to the agricultural dep artment. Of- 
ileials of the bureau of statistics and a 
board go over nil tin* five rep orts from 
five distinct group s of « orresp ondents, 
and from all tin* figures a crop re p df t 
estimate Is distributed to 70,000 p ost- 
offices throughout the country every 
mouth,—National Magazine.

Second-"Pensions b y retirement at 
request, granted to employ es who have 
b een t w e n t y y ears or longer In the

Third - Pensions for permanent In­ 
capacity , granted 
to employ es 
who 
have b een twenty y ear* or longer In 
the service and have, b ecome perm a­ 
nently totally 
Incapacitated 
through 
no fault of their own. 
„ 
The monthly pensions to b e paid 
from the income of the fund will b e 
made up on the following b asis: 
For each y ear of service 1 per cent 
of the average regular monthly pay 
received during the last ten y ears of 
service; provided, however, that no 
pension « hull b e more than 
$100 a 
month or less 'b an $12 a month. 
For 
example- An employ e who has b een
